A credita- 
ble show of this nature will appeal to 
every collie fancier, as four points are 
to be gained by owners toward cham- 
pionship medal by American Kennel 
Clnb. It Is expected that this year's 
show will bring out 150 collies. Includ- 
ing many famous Eastern dogs. The 
sheep trial will be started by expert 
Eastern dogs.
